Large numbers of urban Chinese of all 
ages seem to share that dream of making a 
fortune in the “Beautiful Country.” as the 
United States is called in Chinese.

Up until a few years ago, builders 
usually started construction on 
high-priced homes only under a 
contract. But as the earnings and 
spending of people in the upper 
income bracket took off in the 
1980s, a few builders realized big 
profits — sometimes in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars — by 
building on speculation. 

Other builders saw what was go- 


ing on and tried to play the game, 
too. “We got a slut developing just 
at the time the market was slowing 
down,” says Michael Carliner, an 
economist with the National Asso- 
ciation of Home Builders. “That 
[high-priced] end of the market is 
slowing down all over the country.” 

Mr. Carliner sees a more pro- 
nounced downturn in the North- 
east, especially around the New 

fork area, where the slump in the 
financial services and defense in- 
dustries has reduced incomes. 

In Weston, Connecticut, about 
an hour's train ride from New York 
City, a Newport shingle-style home 
sold last spring for $1.06 million, 
after sitting on the market at $1.25 
million for two years, according to 
agent Anne Beers of the William 
Raveis company.
